The  soon-to-be  Asian  mall,  which 
already  houses  Kan  Man  Foods,  a  giant 
Asian  grocery  store,  will  soon  house  about 
70  Asian  businesses. 

Everything  from  video  stores  to  real 
estate  agencies  to  cell  phone  stores  to  an 
auto  accessory  shop  to  tailor  services  will 


operate  inside  the  Kan  Man  Foods  build¬ 
ing,  which  is  owned  by  the  Kan  Man  Foods 
Corporation.  The  Asian  American  Bank 
will  also  open  a  branch  there. 

"People  don't  have  to  go  to  Boston  for 
their  shopping  anymore,"  said  Wen  Wu,

Chinatown  and  Leather  District

Profile  ofVy  Truong, 
Immigrant  from  Vietnam 
and  Newly  Hired  Suffolk 

County  Assistant  D.A.

Though  about  25%  of  Suffolk 
County's  residents  are  foreign  bom,  and 
about  7%  are  Asian  Americans,  it's  still 
rare  to  see  immigrants  holding  official 
positions  in  the  county.  But  we  are  -  very 
slowly  -  seeing  changes. 

One  of  those  changes  occurred  recent¬ 
ly  when  the  Suffolk  County  District 
Attorney's  Office  hired  Vy  Truong  as  an 
assistant  District  Attorney  (DA)  at  the 
Dorchester  Court.  Truong,  who  came  to 
America  as  a  teenager,  is  currently  the 
only  Vietnamese  American  assistant  DA 
in  the  county,  and  only  the  second 
Vietnamese  American  to  ever  hold  the 
job.

Chinatown  Crimes  in  April: 
One  Vice  Arrest;  Mixed  Violent 
Crime  Numbers,  Say  Police

Prostitution  is  typically  a  big  complaint 
at  Chinatown  Safety  Committee  meetings 
-  almost  as  big  a  complaint  as  homeless 
people  loitering  in  the  neighborhood.  But 
at  the  May  7  Safety  Committee  meeting 
Boston  police  announced  that  they  made 
only  one  arrest  for  vice  crimes  in  April. 

The  announcement  surprised  some 
community  leaders  attending  the  meeting. 

"Chinatown  is  being  overrun  with  all 
these  social  crimes,"  said  the  committee 
leader.  Bill  Moy.  "We  have  to  do  some¬ 
thing  about  it." 

Many  fear  that  as  the  mercury  rises, 
prostitution  will,  too. 

"Now  with  the  warm  weather  coming, 
the  prostitutes  are  coming  out  in  droves," 
said  Moy.  Moy  and  others  were  also  upset 
by  an  apparent  increase  in  Chinatown's 
homeless  population  and  an  apparent 
increase  in  the  frequency  of  drug  dealings. 

As  for  violent  crimes,  however, 
Chinatown  saw  mixed  numbers  for  last 
month,  according  to  police  statistics. 
Crimes  such  as  breaking  and  entering  a 
motor  vehicle  dipped  from  April  2002  to 


April  2003,  but  other  crimes,  such  as  sexu¬ 
al  assault  increased  during  that  time. 

According  to  police  statistics,  two  sex¬ 
ual  assaults  were  reported  in  Chinatown 
last  month,  up  from  one  last  year  during 
the  same  month.  Other  crime  increases 
include:  nine  robberies  or  attempted  rob¬ 
beries,  up  from  four  in  April  of  2002,  and 
15  reported  larcenies,  up  from  13. 

Violent  crime  decreases  included 
stolen  motor  vehicles  -  four  were  reported 
last  month  and  six  were  reported  in  2002; 
breaking  and  entering  motor  vehicles  - 
seven  versus  nine;  aggravated  assault  - 
three  to  five,  and  burglary,  one  to  three. 

No  homicides  were  reported  in 
Chinatown  last  month  or  April  of  last 
year. 

As  for  arrests  last  month  in  Chinatown, 
police  arrested  three  people  for  robbery 
and  attempted  robbery,  one  person  for  lar¬ 
ceny,  one  person  for  vice  crimes,  and  11 
people  for  drugs. 

Boston  Police  Sergeant  Tom  Lema  said 
that  a  drop  in  police  funding  will  make 
policing  the  area  more  challenging.  Lema 
said  the  department  will  likely  be  cut  by 
7%.

Wilson  Wong,  owner  of  Sun  Sun 
Grocery  at  18  Oxford  St.,  asked  for  the 
Chinatown  Safety  Committee's  support  in 
his  efforts  to  get  a  beer  and  wine  license 
for  Vinh  Sun  Barbecue  Restaurant  at  58 
Beach  St.,  which  he  owns. 

Wong  made  the  request  at  the  May  7 
Safety  Committee  Meeting. 

The  restaurant  will  be  managed  partly 
by  Vincent  Tien,  who  has  managed  Bo 
Shek  Barbecue  at  63  Beach  St. 


Operating  hours  for  Vinh  Sun  will  be  7 
a.m.  to  2  a.m.,  seven  days  a  week. 

The  58  Beach  St.  building  will  be  reno¬ 
vated. 

As  long  as  the  restaurant  stops  serving 
beer  and  wine  by  1  a.m.,  the  Safety 
Committee  said  it  will  support  Wong. 

Wong  is  also  involved  in  Quality 
Communications  Inc.  and  Jag  Sun  LLC, 
with  Tien.

Falun  Dafa  Celebration  in  Boston  Accuses 
Chinese  Government  of  Repressing 
Growing  Chinese  Spiritual  Practice

Clad  in  yellow  T-shirts,  two  dozen 
Falun  Dafa  practitioners  sat  quietly  and 
meditated  on  the  Boston  Common.  Busily 
promoting  the  spiritual  practice,  a  group  of 
volunteers  handed  out  leaflets  and  CDs  to 
passersby. 

The  occasion?  World  Falun  Dafa  Day 
in  Boston  on  May  13.  The  event  was  orga¬ 
nized  to  spread  word  of  Falun  Dafa,  a  spir¬ 
itual  practice  rooted 
in  traditional  Chinese 
culture.  The  event 
was  also  organized  to 
show  how  Mainland 
China  represses  the 
practice. 

Today,  more  than  100  million  believers 
practice  Falun  Dafa  in  60  countries  —except 
China. 

"It  was  shocking  to  see  what  is  going  on 
in  China,"  said  Chris  Andrews  of  Boston, 
as  Falun  Dafa  celebraters  performed  music 
and  lion  dances. 

He  stopped  when  he  saw  an  exhibit  dis¬ 
playing  methods  of  torture  by  Chinese 
police  and  an  exhibit  describing  why  the 
Chinese  government  bans  Falun  Dafa 
activities. 

"Chinese  government  must  be  afraid  of 
it  (Falun  Dafa)  for  political  reasons,"  said 
Jerry  Fanjoy,  a  Cape  Cod  resident.  He  and 
his  wife  observed  the  celebration  to  learn 
about  the  spiritual  group  and  its  seeking  of 
freedom. 

Former  Chinese  leader  Jiang  Zemin 
implemented  a  rule  to  'eradicate1  Falun 
Dafa  in  1999,  supposedly  because  he  and 
other  Chinese  authorities  were  afraid  of 
Falun  Dafa's  popularity,  according  to  the 
Falun  Dafa  Information  Center  in  Boston. 
The  Chinese  government  estimates  that  70- 
100  million  people  practice  Falun  Dafa  in 


China,  outnumbering  the  Chinese 
Communist  Party,  and  making  the  Falun 
Dafa  followers  the  largest  voluntary  spiri¬ 
tual  organization  today. 

"This  is  not  a  religion,  so  there  is  no 
worship  or  temples,"  explained  Anna 
Chan,  a  spokesperson  of  the  Falun  Dafa 
Information  Center.  "This  is  a  very  peace¬ 
ful  spiritual  practice  to  help  promote  better 
health  and  spiritual  growth." 

According  to  a  report  by  the  Falun  Dafa 
information  Center, 
in  China,  thousands 
of  believers  have 
been  sent  to  prisons 
and  labor  camps  for 
punishment. 

"Tomorrow  is 
Mother's  Day,  and  I  am  one  of  the  happiest 
mothers  in  the  world,"  said  Kexin  Yu,  a 
biology  researcher  at  MIT.  She  said  she  is 
happy  because  her  daughter,  Betty,  can 
practice  Falun  Dafa  in  the  United  States 
with  her. 

"I  am  from  Beijing.  If  we  still  lived 
there,  I  might  be  in  a  forced  labor  camp  for 
practicing  Falun  Gong  (Falun  Dafa),"  said 
Yu.  She  added,  "And,  Betty  could  have  got¬ 
ten  expelled  from  school  for  refusing  to 
renounce  the  practice." 

Yu  appreciates  being  set  free  to  follow 
her  beliefs  and  to  practice  Falun  Dafa  here 
in  Boston,  but  regrets  that  she  and  her 
daughter  cannot  visit  their  family  in 
Beijing.  "Even  a  family  visit  is  dangerous," 
said  Yu. 

Yu  hopes  that  this  event  promotes  the 
understanding  of  Falun  Dafa. 

"You  can  help  us  by  signing  our  peti¬ 
tion  and  picking  up  a  flyer  to  share  with 
your  friends."

minutes. 

Sampan  had  no  idea  the  number  was 
a  charge  number.

Kan  Man's  general  manager. 

He  said  that  opening  up  such  a  mall  is 
the  "logical  move." 

"Quincy  has  a  sizable  Chinese  popula¬ 
tion,  and  there's  no  (large  Asian  mall)," 
said  Wu,  who  is  a  Shanghai  native. 

Quincy  is  home  to  more  than  13,000 
Asian  Americans  --  about  16%  of  the  city's 
total  population. 

Wu  said  that  the  Kan  Man  supermar¬ 
ket,  which  opened  in  February  has  been 
busy  with  business,  so  far. 

Wu,  a  former  research  scientist,  said  he 
believes  that  variety  is  one  key  to  running 
a  successful  Asian  business. 

He  lives  by  his  words.  Kan  Man's 
shelves  are  stocked  with  a  countless 
assortment  of  Asian  foods  and  products, 
including  lotus  root,  jack  fruit,  teas,  sushi, 
dishes,  duck  and  chicken  feet,  incense,  bok 
choy,  and  a  collection  of  soy  products  that 
would  put  to  shame  any  trendy  health 
food  store. 

And  in  an  attempt  to  serve  non- Asian 
customers  as  well,  one  can  also  pick  up 
particularly  American  foods,  such  as  gra¬ 


nola  bars  and  potato  chips. 

Americans  are  conservative  when  it 
comes  to  food,  Wu  said,  the  Chinese  are 
not. 

"Cantonese  are  the  most  sophisticated 
(people)  in  terms  of  eating,"  Wu  said. 
"They're  more  than  willing  to  spend  a  lot 
of  money  on  food." 

Planning  to  rent  out  so  many  stores 
inside  the  Asian  mall,  the  Kan  Man  Foods 
Corp.  shows  it's  counting  on  variety  being 
key  to  a  successful  market  place,  as  well. 

Interestingly,  once  the  mall  is  up  and 
running,  the  Kan  Man  supermarket  might 
still  sell  one  of  the  most  expensive  prod¬ 
ucts  of  all  the  70  businesses.  What  could 
possibly  be  so  pricey  in  grocery  store?  A 
large  box  of  birds'  nests.  It's  selling  for 
$1,399.

Chinatown  Residents 
Association  Hears  New 
Masspike  Towers  Plan

Masspike  Tower's  parking  lot  might 
become  a  13-story  building  and  some 
Chinatown  residents  are  concerned 
about  the  idea. 

On  May  12  the  developers  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  apartment  building  met  with  the 
Chinatown  Residents  Association,  which 
includes  many  members  who  are  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  existing  Masspike  Towers 
apartment  complex. 

Tire  apartment  complex's  residents 
said  they  were  worried  that  their  views 
would  be  blocked  by  the  new  building, 
that  they  would  end  up  looking  into  the 
windows  of  their  new  neighbors'  apart¬ 
ment  units  and  that  the  they  would  be 
shadowed  out  by  the  new  building. 

Jim  Keefe,  the  president  of  Trinity 
Financial,  the  developer  of  the  proposed 
project  and  the  owner  of  Masspike 
Towers,  said  that  the  proposal  was  still 
in  its  beginning  stages  and  that  he 
would  be  open  to  suggestions. 

Some  residents  at  the  meeting  how¬ 
ever,  appeared  to  fear  that  there  would¬ 
n't  be  much  room  for  flexibility  by 
developer. 

"We're  always  flexible,"  said  Keefe. 
"It's  not  my  intent  to...  undermine...  or 
upset  the  quality  of  living"  of  the  exist¬ 
ing  tenants,  said  Keefe. 

Lydia  Lowe  of  the  Chinese  Residents 
Association  asked  if  the  existing  tenets 
would  some  how  be  compensated  by  the 
developer  once  the  new  building  is  built. 

Keefe  said  he  would  have  to  look 
into  that.  He  suggested  that  the 
Chinatown  Residents  Association  start  a 


subcommittee  that  would  work  with 
Trinity. 

Keefe  also  said  that  a  bigger,  taller 
building  will  likely  be  build  on  the 
Masspike  in  later  years  and  that  the  pro¬ 
posed  13-story  build  would  serve  as  a 
"buffer"  to  the  existing  tenets. 

One  resident  pointed  out  that  the 
bigger,  taller  building  won't  be  as  close 
to  their  apartment  buildings  as  the 
building  being  proposed  by  Trinity. 

The  new  Masspike  Towers  building 
would  house  225  units:  50  one  bed¬ 
rooms,  167  two  bedrooms  and  seven 
three  bedrooms. 

A  total  of  25%  of  the  units  would  be 
"affordable,"  with  prices  affordable  to 
those  earning  50%  to  120%  of  the 
Boston-area  median  income.  Keefe 
called  on  the  community  for  support  for 
the  affordable  units.  He  said  it  would  be 
difficult  to  get  the  needed  subsidies. 

The  proposed  building  would  be 
bounded  by  Tremont  and  Marginal 
Streets. 

Parking  will  be  provided  for  tenants 
of  Mass  Pike  Towers,  said  Keefe,  during 
construction.  He  said  he  would  try  to 
work  out  a  deal  with  the  city  to  provide 
parking  for  the  existing  tenants. 

The  proposed  building  would  house 
an  underground  parking  garage  that 
could  be  used  by  existing  tenants. 

None  of  the  existing  Masspike 
Towers  units  would  be  moved  or  taken 
down,  nor  would  any  buildings,  to  build 
the  proposed  building. 

In  late  April  Keefe  made  his  presen¬ 
tation  to  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council.

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Chinatown  restaurant,  plans  to  apply  for  a 
beer  and  wine  license  for  the  Dynasty,  said 
the  Lees  at  the  May  7  Chinatown  Safety 
Committee  meeting. 

In  December  2002  the  Inspectional 
Service  Department  ordered  the  Chinese 
restaurant  closed  for  code  violations. 
Months  earlier,  Wilson  Lee,  president  of 
Edinboro  Group  Inc.,  the  corporation  that 
ran  the  restaurant,  filed  for  bankruptcy  for 
the  corporation. 

At  the  meeting,  Mr.  Lee  said  the  restau¬ 
rant  would  have  new  ceiling  tiles  and  car¬ 
peting  by  the  time  the  Dynasty  reopens  in 
June  or  July. 

Though  the  Edinboro  Group  owes  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  dollars  in  taxes,  goods, 
and  sendees,  the  Lees  said  they  plan  to 
start  a  new  corporation  that  will  run  the 
restaurant. 

In  a  short  phone  interview  last  week, 
Mr.  Lee  said  that  despite  the  impression 
given  at  the  meeting,  he  would  not  be  a 
part  of  the  new  corporation  and  that  his 
sister,  Catherine,  would  be  running  it. 

"Wilson  is  mainly  our  consultant,"  said 
Ms.  Lee  in  a  phone  interview  Monday.  She 
said  Wilson  would  be  the  "advisor" 
because  he  has  so  much  "restaurant  experi¬ 
ence." 

When  asked  how  she  planned  to 
finance  the  new  corporation  while  the 
Edinboro  Group  is  bankrupt,  Ms.  Lee  said 
she  and  her  husband  and  family  would 
likely  finance  the  new  restaurant. 

On  September  26,  2002,  Mr.  Lee  first 
filed  for  Chapter  11  bankruptcy,  according 
to  court  papers.  On  October  22,  Chief 
Judge  William  C.  Hillman  dismissed  the 
case  because  the  lawyer  whom  Lee  said 
would  represent  him  denied  he  was  doing 
so  when  the  court  called  him. 

Mr.  Lee  tried  for  Chapter  11  again  on 
November  19,  but  on  December  23,  the 
case  was  converted  to  Chapter  7,  court 
documents  show. 

Businesses  usually  prefer  Chapter  11 
over  Chapter  7  because  Chapter  11  allows

trustee. 

a  bankrupt  corporation  to  reorganize,  giv¬ 
ing  another  shot  at  turning  a  profit.  With 
Chapter  7,  the  corporation  essentially  goes 
out  of  business  and  a  court  appoints  a 
trustee  to  sell  the  corporation's  assets.  The 
money  earned  pays  off  debt  owed  to  cred¬ 
itors  of  the  bankrupt  corporation. 

When  filing  for  bankruptcy,  the 
Edinboro  Group  only  had  $4,100  in  assets, 
claimed  the  corporation  owned  by  Lee, 
who  owns  or  co-owns  a  $1.2  million  home 
in  West  Newton  and  a  $59,900  parcel  of 
land  in  Chinatown,  according  to  online 
assessors  department  records  (from  2002). 

Despite  the  claim  of  only  having  $4,100 
in  assets,  the  Edinboro  Group's  liquor 
license  was  auctioned  off  in  March  for 
$115,000,  according  to  Murtha  Cullina 
LLP,  the  Edinboro  Group's  trustee. 

The  liquor  license's  earnings  are  small, 
however  compared  to  the  Edinboro 
Group's  debts.  A  list  of  the  Edinboro 
Group's  top  unsecured  creditors  totals  at 
$338,000.  Add  to  that  money  owed  to  a 
secured  creditor,  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service,  which  is  asking  for  $173,869.61  in 
taxes. 

The  unsecured  creditor  claiming  the 
most  money  from  the  Edinboro  Group  is 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Revenue,  which  is  claiming  $236,951.93  in

Announcement  of  'New'  Dynasty 
Reminds  Some  of  Former  Owner's 
Questionable  History 


By  Adam  Smith 

The  recent  announcement  that  the 
Dynasty  Restaurant  on  Edinboro  Street 
may  re-open  as  early  as  midsummer 
reminds  some  in  Chinatown  of  the 
restaurant's  and  its  former  principal 
owner's  controversial  history. 

Over  the  years,  Wilson  Lee,  who  was 
president  of  the  corporation  that  ran  the 
Dynasty,  gained  a  bit  of  notoriety  in  the 
neighborhood  because  he  was  put  in  jail 
for  not  finishing  house  work  and  because 
he  was  accused  of  not  paying  wages  to 


workers  of  his  restaurant. 

Most  recently,  Lee  received  attention 
when  the  Boston  Globe  printed  an  article 
detailing  the  closing  and  bankruptcy  of 
the  Dynasty  (See  City  Weekly,  May  11). 

Years  back,  Lee  made  headlines  for 
failing  to  complete  his  West  Newton 
home  on  time.  Lee  was  forced  to  spend  a 
few  days  in  jail  in  the  late  1990s,  accord¬ 
ing  to  newspaper  reports,  because  his 
house's  construction  dragged  on,  upset¬ 
ting  his  neighbors  and  Newton  officials. 
Lee's  lawyers,  according  to  a  Boston

Last  week  on  May  5,  a  group 
of  about  35  people  met  in 
Chinatown  to  continue  brain¬ 
storming  for  ideas  for  the  design 
of  the  park,  which  will  cover 


almost  an  acre. 

One  area  teenager  suggested 
that  a  wall  -  a  kind  of  mini-Great 
Wall  of  China  -  line  the  park, 
separating  it  from  what  will  be 
Surface  Street. 

Another  person  suggested 
that  the  park  have  a  place  for  tai 
chi  practice. 

And  be  sure  to  include  public 
toilets,  said  another. 

Many  wanted  to  include 
some  sort  of  statue  or  landscape 
design  that  reflects  Chinatown's 
historic  and  cultural  significance. 

"There  are  historic  stories  we 
can  put  in  this  park,"  said  Bill 


Taylor,  a  lead  designer  at  Carol 
R.  Johnson  Associates,  Inc.,  the 
consulting  firm  whose  designing 
the  park. 

Some  people  suggested 
breaking  the  park  into  three  sec¬ 
tions,  one  for  children,  one  for 
elders,  and  one  for  families. 

"There  are  so  many  things  we 
want  to  do,  but  we  can't  do 
everything,"  said  Doris  Chu  of 
the  International  Society  and  a 
sub-consultant  in  the  park, 
which  now  goes  by  its  parcel 
name,  23d. 

Not  being  able  "to  do  every¬ 
thing"  applies  to  the  project  not 


only  because  of  its  size,  but  also 
because  of  its  allotted  budget  of 
$2.2  million. 

Parcel  23d  is  one  of  many 
parcels  that  will  either  become  a 
park  or  a  developed  site  after  the 
Big  Dig  is  finished. 

"It  may  be  small. ..  but  for 
Chinatown,  this  is  a  pretty  big 
place,"  said  Jill  Ochs-Zick,  a  pro¬ 
ject  manager  with  Carol  R. 
Johnson  Associates. 

The  next  meeting  to  discuss 
the  park  will  be  June  9  at  St. 
James  Church,  6  p.m.  Call  (617) 
357-7079.

meals  taxes. 

According  to  a  spokesperson  for  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Revenue,  that 
department  was  twice  prepared  to  seize  the 
Edinboro  Group  for  not  paying  taxes. 

Other  unsecured  creditors  include  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Employment  and 
Labor  Training  ($28,266.06  in  employee  with¬ 
holdings),  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission  ($3,637.12  in  water  bills),  and  K&L 
Seafood  Company  ($8,620  for  seafood). 

The  Dynasty's  property  and  building,  which 
is  valued  at  $2.7  million,  is  owned  by  Huey  Lee, 
the  Lees'  father,  assessor  department  records 
show.  Ms.  Lee  said  she  would  be  renting  the 
Dynasty's  building  and  property  from  her 
father  to  run  the  "new"  Dynasty.  No  claim  for 
rental  money  was  found  on  the  Edinboro 
group's  list  of  unsecured  creditors. 

In  the  short  phone  interview  with  Wilson 
Lee,  Mr.  Lee  expressed  his  disinterest  in  dis¬ 
cussing  the  Edinboro  Group's  bankruptcy. 


'New'  Dynasty  to  Seek 
Beer  and  Wine  License

Catherine  Lee,  who  was  treasurer  of  the 
now  bankrupt  corporation  that  ran  the 
Dynasty,  plans  to  apply  for  a  beer  and  wine 
license  for  the  Chinatown  restaurant.  This  was 
announced  by  Ms.  Lee  and  her  brother,  Wilson 
Lee,  who  was  president  of  the  corporation,  at 
the  May  7  Chinatown  Safety  Committee  meet¬ 
ing. 

At  the  meeting,  the  Lees  asked  that  the 
Chinatown  Safety  Committee  give  them  a  rec¬ 
ommendation  for  a  beer  and  wine  license.  The 
Lees  were  given  a  heads  up  after  they  agreed  to 
have  last  call  at  1  a.m.  The  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  will  take  on  the  issue  at 
its  meeting  this  Monday  (May  19). 

The  Edinboro  Group's  liquor  license  was 
auctioned  off  to  help  pay  creditors  of  the  bank¬ 
rupt  corporation.  The  license  was  sold  for 
$115,000,  according  to  Murtha  Cullina  LLP,  the 
Edinboro  Group's  trustee. 

Prior  to  seeking  the  Safety  Committee's 
endorsement  for  an  alcohol  license,  the  Lees 
filled  out  a  Safety  Committee  form  designed  for 
alcohol-license  seekers.  The  forms  asked  if  the 
Lees'  establishment  had  any  complaints  about 
cleanliness  or  disturbances  in  the  past  three 
years,  or  if  it  had  violated  any  of  the  City's 
Health  Department's  code  compliance  stan¬ 
dards.  Ms.  Lee,  who  filled  out  the  form, 
answered  no.  When  asked  about  the  answer  at 
the  meeting,  the  Lees  said  the  answers  on  the 
form  apply  to  the  new,  not-yet  established 
Dynasty,  not  the  old  one. 

In  addition  to  being  shutdown  for  health 
code  violations,  the  33  Edinboro  St.  restaurant 
was  issued  a  warning  in  1993  for  failing  "to 
assist  a  patron  assaulted  outside  premises"  and 
in  1998  was  also  issued  a  warning  for  "blocked 
fire  egress,"  according  to  filings  at  the  city 
licensing  board.

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America  the  Beautiful

To  salute  Mei  Guo  -  namely  the 
Beautiful  Country  in  Chinese  -  is 
proper  during  the  2003  Asian 
Pacific  American  Heritage  Month. 

This  month  all  Americans  give 
credit  to  where  Asian  cultural 
credit  is  due.  To  better  appreciate 
the  development  and  continuation 
of  this  American  tradition,  every 
May  is  also  a  good  time  for  Asians 
to  remember  the  need  to  under¬ 
stand  the  cultural  contributions  of 
the  United  States  of  America  to 
Asian  American  lives. 

Personally,  I  want  to  recognize 
over  thirty  privileged  years  of  liv¬ 
ing  and  working  on  this  land  of 
bounty.  My  years  are  light  com¬ 
pared  to  the  hard  labors  of  the 
Chinese  coolies  who  built  the  con¬ 
tinental  railroad  for  the  successful 
westward  expansion  that  made 
the  United  States  great.  The  social 
differences  in  the  years  however 
marked  true  cultural  progress  of 
this  country.  I  consider  myself 
truly  lucky  to  be  a  living  genera¬ 
tion  of  Asian  Americans  integrat¬ 
ing  my  cultural  worlds  of  a 
Myanmar-Chinese-American  her¬ 
itage. 

To  live  in  a  tri-cultural  world  is 
never  simple.  Commonly,  this  is 
taken  as  living  in  three  worlds. 
No,  think  again,  it  is  more  than 
three.  The  same  way  a  bi-cultural 
Asian  American  world  is  more 
than  two. 

Conventionally,  most  people  think 
about  culture  as  if  it  is  mathemat¬ 
ics  and  talk  quantity.  A  person, 
for  instance,  has  tons  of  culture  or 
none.  In  reality,  every  person  has 
culture.  They  come  in  dimensions 
as  many  as  the  peoples.  A  culture 
is  unique  to  the  surrounding  of  a 
family,  its  economic,  location  and 
education  levels,  and  to  the  social 
beliefs  and  values  based  on  com¬ 
munity  practices.  Culture  is  not 
the  same  as  race  or  ethnicity. 
Whether  a  home  is  trashy  or  the 
community  rituals  elegant,  both 
are  still  culture.  So  basically,  cul¬ 
ture  is  thinking  and  talking  about 
its  quality.  This  quality  is  as  sim¬ 
ple  as  a  family  meal  of  rice  eaten 
with  chopsticks,  and  winter  melon 
soup,  or  as  complex  as  the  democ¬ 
ratic  principles  of  equality,  free¬ 
dom  and  civil  rights. 

The  ingredients  of  one  cultural 
world,  even  at  a  minimum,  are 
inexhaustibly  rich. 

Allow  me  to  count  mine  out  open¬ 
ly  with  you  just  to  get  a  hang  of 
finding  out  how  rich  one  Asian 
American  cultural  world  can  be. 

Besides  thinking,  reading,  and 
writing,  I  speak,  sing,  and  swear  in 
at  least  three  languages.  That  is 
making  switches  through  six  dif¬ 
ferent  cultural  standards,  not 
counting  the  Asian  dialects  and 
social  nuances,  in  my  world  of  six 
different  mental  activities. 

Everyday,  the  people  I  interact 
with  are  lily-white  Asians  who 
hide  from  the  sun,  and  charcoal- 
black  Americans  who  find  my 
attraction  for  the  colored  races 
very  odd.  That  is  making  friends, 
lovers,  and  enemies  across  the  not 
so  bright  and  the  very  bright  color 
spectrum. 

Every  hour,  every  day,  I  listen 
to  bigoted  complaints  and  exalted 
opinions  at  a  rate  of  twenty  seven 
minimum  expressions.  That  hap¬ 
pens  when  three  persons  from 
three  far-flung  worlds  come 
together  to  say  three  at  the  expo¬ 
nent  rate  of  three  ways  of  thinking. 


My  own  daily  experience  in 
only  three  instances  is  not  much 
different  from  the  growing  Asian 
American  population  bringing 
exponential  growth  of  questions 
and  gains  for  all  Americans. 

There  is  never  a  boring 
moment.  Help  me!  1  cannot  get 
enough.  Oh  no,  don't  help  me!  I 
want  more  and  more  each  minute, 
each  month,  each  year.  Let  me  live 
long  says  the  voice  from  my  Asian 
mind.  I  want  it  all.  Let  me  stop 
the  clock  and  stay  forever  young 
says  the  voice  from  my  American 
mind.  Please,  says  a  voice  of  The 
Middle  Path,  do  not  make  me  live 
as  a  bouncing  teenager,  but  sus¬ 
pend  me  in  the  mid-life  of  a  robust 
thirty  something. 

I  recognize  that  my  hungry 
vitality  is  an  insatiable  bundle  of 
my  own  Asian  American  heritage. 
A  tri-cultural  heritage  has  given 
me  incredible  insights  to  enjoy  in 
America  more  than  the  fruits  and 
grains  that  give  life  in  my  throb¬ 
bing  veins.  Getting  them  all  in  one 
place,  America  has  given  me  a  rich 
and  deep  desire  for  life,  and  for  all 
peoples. 

Thank  you  America  the 
Beautiful! 

Crown  thy  good  with  brother¬ 
hood 

Proclaiming  May  as  Asian 
Pacific  American  Heritage  Month, 
President  George  W.  Bush  says: 

"America  is  strengthened  by 
the  rich  cultural  diversity  of  our 
people,  and  we  are  blessed  to  be  a 
Nation  that  welcomes  individuals 
of  all  races,  religions,  and  cultural 
backgrounds.

Living  in  cosmopolitan  urban  cen¬ 
ters,  gravitating  to  the  best  subur¬ 
ban  neighborhoods,  Asian 
America  has  been  viewed  as  the 
best  of  cultural  catalysts  and  the 
worst  of  social  opportunists.  But 
in  reality,  Asian  America  is  as  pro¬ 
tected  and  insulated  from  the  rest 
of  America  as  all  other  Americans. 

How  does  anyone  strive  to 
remove  the  cultural  barriers  of 
social  protection  and  ethnic  insula¬ 
tion?  One  best  way  is  to  travel  by 
car  across  the  country.  It  is  the 
best  way  to  see  America  and  to 
learn  from  the  trip.  Mingling  with 
the  natives  at  remote  places  is  the 
only  way  America  can  see  a  real 
flesh  and  blood  Asian  person. 

To  visit  small  towns  in  the  deep 
South  and  farming  villages  of  the 
mid- West  will  expose  why 
America  still  has  unrealistic  televi¬ 
sion  shows  depicting  hospital 
emergency  room  staff  with  only 
one  Asian  doctor.  To  visit  a 
Native  American  Indian 
Reservation  is  to  understand  how 
fortunate  Asians  have  been  in  the 
ethnic  history  of  America.  Visits 
to  the  many  destroyed  ancient 
Indian  villages  show  the  sophisti¬ 
cation  of  the  old  Indian  civiliza¬ 
tion,  and  they  were  not  blood¬ 
thirsty  savages  the  movies  and 
school  texts  made  them  to  be. 

Confirm  thy  soul 

IN  SELF-CONTROL 

Many  Asian  immigrants 
including  myself  traveled  to  the 
United  States  with  an  open  mind 
prepared  to  accept  the  best  of 
American  culture  and  to  toil  in  its 
opportunity.  An  openness  to 
adopt  a  new  culture  and  adapt  to  a 
new  lifestyle  can  be  corrupted 
with  exposure  to  narrow  minded- 
ness  and  closed  avenues  for  the 
improvement  of  a  livelihood. 

It  was  a  great  shock  for  the  gen¬ 
eration  of  Asian  immigrants  to 
find  that  the  best  of  culture  and 
opportunity  is  short  of  its  stated 
values  and  goals.  It  has  only  been 
a  short  time  since  1965  when  the 
immigration  laws  relaxed  for  peo¬ 
ples  of  Asian  descent  to  be  admit¬ 
ted  into  this  country.  In  a  short 
time  of  four  decades,  strong  Asian 
values  for  patience  and  sacrifice 
contributed  much  to  the  progress 
made  for  both  Asians  and 
Americans. 

Credit  needs  to  be  given  to 
Americans  who  showed  much 
hospitality  and  self-control  in 
order  to  successfully  integrate  new 
Asian  arrivals  into  mainstream 
America.  It  is  the  friendliness  and 
generosity  of  these  Americans 
who  helped  many  Asians  believe 
stronger  in  the  values  of  reason 
and  justice,  hard  work  and 
growth,  and  freedom  and  equality. 
Maturing  communities  of  immi¬ 
grant  Asian  Americans  are  now 


well  prepared  to  pass  on  these  val¬ 
ues  to  another  generation  of  21st 
Century  Americans  of  all  back¬ 
ground. 

When  I  compare  more  than 
two  different  cultures,  I  find  that 
cultures  have  similarities.  One 
similar  aspect  is  that  every  culture 
is  subject  to  modification  and 
change.  And  the  peoples  in  every 
culture  are  quite  similar  in  one 
aspect.  People  find  change  diffi¬ 
cult  to  accept,  prefer  to  hang-on  to 
the  familiar,  and  resist  change  as 
much  as  possible.  The  people  in 
the  United  States,  a  large  majority 
being  descendants  of  immigra¬ 
tions,  are  no  difference. 

As  Asian  Americans  are  posi¬ 
tioned  to  pass  on  American  values 
to  the  21st  Century  generation,  it 
will  be  helpful  to  remain  aware  of 
a  basic  human  aversion  to  change. 
To  welcome  the  new  generation, 
Asian  Americans  can  continue  to 
show  patience  and  sacrifice  in 
addition  to  hospitality  and  self- 
control  that  have  been  shown  to 
the  Asian  communities. 

Till  selfish  gain  no  longer 

STAIN 

According  to  the  2000  Census, 
44%  of  Asian  Pacific  Americans 
age  25  and  over  hold  a  bachelor's 
degree  or  higher,  while  the  corre¬ 
sponding  rate  is  26%  for  the  whole 
country.  The  same  Census  shows 
that,  though  per  capita  income  is 
considerably  less  than  that  of  non- 
Hispanic  whites,  Asian  Americans 
earned  the  highest  median  house¬ 
hold  income  in  the  country.  This 
is  incredible  achievements  given 
the  economic  and  language  barri¬ 
ers,  poor  to  minimal  community 
resources,  and  traumatic  accultur¬ 
ation  issues  for  families  arriving 
from  countries  at  war  and  social 
upheaval. 

Asian  achievements  need  to  be 
checked  with  members  in  the 
Asian  communities  still  struggling 
to  make  ends  meet  in  this  country 


of  plenty. 

According  to  "Culture,  Race  and 
Ethnicity  -  A  Supplement  to 
Mental  Health:  A  Report  of  the 
Surgeon  General,"  20%  of  all 
refugees  and  50%  to  70%  of  the 
refugees  in  psychiatric  clinics  have 
Post  Traumatic  Stress  Disorder 
(PTSD),  a  chronic  mental  disease 
with  debilitating  physical  symp¬ 
toms. 

Research  results  from  the 
Journal  of  Counseling  and 
Development  show  that  as  high  as 
75%  of  Vietnamese,  85%  of 
Cambodian,  and  82%  of  Laotian 
refugees  still  live  on  welfare  today. 
Due  to  their  financial  situation 
these  families  live  in  isolated  poor 
communities  with  high  crime  rates 
and  scarce  community  resources. 
Here  in  Massachusetts,  a  short 
travel  to  Lowell,  Fall  River  or 
Springfield  can  confirm  the 
research  results. 

The  United  States  is  one  of  the 
newest  nations  in  the  world.  The 
American  people  have  supported 
an  annual  celebration  of  Asian 
American  Heritage  due  to  a  belief 
in  multiculturalism  for  a  world 
that  is  getting  smaller  each  day. 
As  demonstrated  in  the  battle  field 
recently  this  country  has  a  power¬ 
ful  military  might.  It  has  the 
power  to  create  more  cultural  and 
economic  refugees  around  the 
world,  but  given  the  new 
Homeland  Security  rules  it  will  be 
a  long  time  before  any  new 
refugees  land  on  this  shore  again. 
As  the  latest  immigrant  group  in 
the  country,  Asians  have  this 
added  burden  to  model  for  fellow 
Americans  a  continued  national 
spirit  of  hospitality  towards  each 
other,  a  sense  of  self-control  with 
new  immigrants,  and  a  value  of 
brotherhood  for  mankind. 

As  the  country  celebrates  the 
good  fortune  of  Asian  success  and 
achievement  in  America  let  us  also 
not  forget  the  less  fortunate 
Americans  of  all  creeds  and  colors.

As  atypical  as  it  is  for  an  Asian  immigrant 
to  have  Truong's  job,  Truong's  struggle  to 
come  to  America  as  a  Vietnamese  immigrant 
is  fairly  ordinary. 

A  few  years  after  his  father  was  impris¬ 
oned,  and  possibly  killed,  by  Vietnamese 
Communists,  Truong  left  Vietnam  for  the 
U.S.  He  was  14  years  old. 

But  the  trip  took  longer  than  expected  - 
two  years  longer.  He  was  held  up  in  refugee 
camps  in  Malaysia  and  the  Philippines. 

Finally  at  age  16  in  the  early  1990s, 

Truong  arrived  in  Texas,  where  he  began 
junior  high  school  without  knowing  English 
or  anything  about  American  culture. 

"I  did  not  have  a  very  good  experience 
down  in  Houston,"  said  Truong.  "I  didn't 
speak  the  language  and  . . .  the  junior  high 
school  that  I  attended  did  not  have  a  very  big 
Asian  population." 

According  to  Truong,  his  American  class¬ 
mates  didn't  take  kindly  to  immigrants. 

"[They]  started  making  fun  of  the  way  I 
looked,  and  started  beating  me  up  when  I 
reacted  to  the  way  they  made  fun  of  me.  I 
got  beat  up  almost  everyday.  It  got  to  the 
point  where  I  didn't  even  want  to  go  to 
school." 

Losing  hope,  Truong  nearly  chose  another 
life  path. 

"My  Vietnamese  friends  offered  me  to 
join  a  gang,"  said  Truong.  His  friends  said 
they  would  protect  him  if  he  ever  got  beaten 
up  again. 

"It  would  have  been  very  easy  for  me  to 
join  the  gang.  I  was  very  close  to  joining  the 
gang,  closer  than  anybody  ever  knows. 
Because,  I  actually  talked  to  them  and  hung 
out  with  them,  and  then  one  day,  I  thought, 
you  know,  that's  not  the  reason  my  parents 
sent  me  to  America  -  to  join  gangs.  So,  I  final¬ 
ly  decided  that  I  need  to  study  English." 

Instead  of  carrying  knives  or  guns,  Tran 
armed  himself  with  English  books. 

"I  remember  I  studied  English  from  (the 
children's  show)  'Mr.  Rodgers 
Neighborhood,'  in  the  language  lab  at  the 
public  library  in  Houston." 

After  finishing  the  eighth  grade,  Truong 
moved  to  Boston  to  enter  high  school. 

Once  he  learned  English,  Truong  began  to 


excel  in  school. 

"They  allowed  me  to  skip  my  sophomore 
year,  so  1  went  from  being  a  Freshman  to 
being  a  Junior.  And  then  by  the  time  of  my 
senior  year,  they  didn't  have  any  classes  for 
me,  so  they  sent  me  to  Harvard  Extension 
School." 

Truong's  hours  of  diligently  studying 
paid  off  and  he  was  awarded  the  Cardinal 
Medeiros  Scholarship  to  Boston  University 
where  he  majored  in  Political  Science  and 
Economics. 

In  1995,  Truong  was  naturalized  and 
became  a  U.S.  citizen. 

After  his  university  studies  and  law 
school,  Truong  became  a  staff  attorney  at  the 
Suffolk  County  sheriff's  department,  where 
he  worked  for  about  five  years. 

Then,  Dan  Conley,  the  Suffolk  County 
DA,  asked  Truong  to  join  his  office. 

"One  of  the  reasons  I  joined  this  office  and 
took  a  pay  cut  just  to  be  here  is  because  this 
job  allows  me  to  make  a  link  between  the 
prosecutor  and  the  immigrants  in  our  com¬ 
munity,  whether...  Vietnamese,  Chinese, 
Taiwanese,  Haitian,  or  whatever.  Immigrants 
who  come  to  America  all  have  one  thing  in 
common.  That  is  a  different  culture,  a  differ¬ 
ent  country,  a  different  community.  It  will 
take  them  a  while  to  adapt." 

Prosecutors  need  to  understand  the  back¬ 
ground  of  foreign  defendants,  said  Truong. 

"In  Asian  culture,  we  tend  to  be  scared  of 
the  law  enforcement  officers  -  whether  it's 
police  officers  or  the  district  attorney.  In 
Asia,  when  the  police  come  after  you,  there's 
always  something  wrong.  That's  the  reason 
why  many  Asians  tend  not  to  speak  to  the 
police  officers  or  prosecutors. 

I  hope  that  in  my  position,  I  will  be  able 
to  provide  a  link  or  a  bridge,  between  the 
DA's  office  and  the  community." 

Truong  said  he  hopes  that  he  will  be  able 
to  inspire  other  Vietnamese  and  Asian 
Americans  to  become  lawyers. 

"If  you  drive  down  Dorchester  Avenue, 
we  have  two  mile-stretches  of  Vietnamese 
stores,  offices,  homeowners...  there's  only  one 
law  office  that's  owned  by  a  Vietnamese 
lawyer. 

"I  want  to  tell  people,  you  know,  your  son 
or  daughter  should  go  to  law  school,  and 
become  a  lawyer."

Globe  story,  said  that  city  officials  and 
neighbors  were  unfair  to  Lee. 

Lee  also  got  unwanted  publicity 
when  he  was  accused  of  not  paying 
some  of  his  waiters  at  the  Dynasty. 

According  to  newspaper  reports, 
in  the  early  1990s,  the  Dynasty  wait¬ 
ers,  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association  and  Greater  Boston  Legal 
Services  accused  Lee  of  not  paying 
immigrant  workers  their  full  wages. 
Lee  denied  not  paying  the  workers, 
but  after  protests  and  bad  publicity, 
the  Dynasty  ended  up  paying  $14,000 
to  two  waiters,  state  news  reports. 

Dynasty,  which  closed  months  ago 
due  to  bankruptcy  and  health  code 


violations  (see  story  on  page  1),  had 
problems  earlier,  as  well. 

Public  records  show  that  on 
August  31,1998,  the  Edinboro  Group 
was  temporarily  dissolved  because 
"due  to  a  series  of  oversights  and  a 
misunderstanding  of  the  law,  the 
annual  reports  were  not  forwarded  to 
the  Secretary  of  States  Office  for  fil¬ 
ing." 

The  Edinboro  Group  was  also 
under  fire  from  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Revenue  for  not  pay¬ 
ing  taxes  in  a  timely  manner,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Tim  Connolly,  the  communica¬ 
tions  director  at  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Revenue. 

"We  were  in  the  process  of  seizing 
the  business...  twice,"  said  Connolly.

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Tufts  Seeks  Request  for  Proposals 
for  Community  Health  Programs 


Tufts-New  England  Medical  Center, 
through  its  Asian  Health  Initiative,  seeks 
proposals  to  conduct  outreach,  education, 
community  organizing  and  provide  infor¬ 
mation  to  the  Asian  community  on  the 
health  concerns  of  smoking  cessation,  obe¬ 
sity,  and  gambling. 

Tufts-NEMC  will  dedicate  $50,000  per 
year  for  up  to  3  years  to  fund  qualified 
community-based  agencies  to  conduct  this 
public  health  campaign. 

The  grant  cycle  will  be  from  October 
2003  through  September  2004,  renewable 
for  up  to  2  additional  years.  Bidders  may 
seek  funding  up  to  the  maximum  of 
$50,000  per  year. 

The  goal  of  this  Request  for  Proposals  is 
to  respond  to  the  emerging  concerns  of 
gambling  and  obesity  in  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity,  and  the  on-going  issue  of  smoking 
cessation,  with  community  health  projects 
designed  to  be  culturally  and  linguistically 
competent. 

While  less  widespread  than  in  the  gen¬ 
eral  population,  obesity  has  become  a  par¬ 
ticular  health  risk  among  the  youth  popu¬ 
lation,  who  have  grown  up  with  more 
Americanized  dietary  and  lifestyle  habits. 
If  unchecked,  issues  with  severe  weight 
gain  and  obesity  can  lead  to  other  health 
concerns,  like  heart  disease  and  diabetes. 

Gambling  is  increasingly  prevalent  in 
the  Asian  community  and  may  contribute 
to  increases  in  other  health-related  issues, 
including  family  violence,  stress  and  men¬ 
tal  health,  smoking,  and  alcohol  abuse. 
Finally,  cigarette  smoking  and  secondhand 
smoke  have  and  continue  to  be  pressing 
health  concerns  among  Asians.  Smoking 
has  been  connected  with  lung  and 
esophageal  cancer,  asthma,  lower  respira¬ 
tory  tract  infections  and  heart  disease.
